PURPOSES  OF  SCHOOL 

The  Demonstration  School  of  State  Teachers  College  has  a  two- 
fold purpose: 

First,  to  help  bridge  the  gap  between  theory  and  practice  by  pro- 
viding examples  of  expert  illustrative  teaching;  by  serving  as  a  labora- 
tory for  college  students  in  which  they  may  initiate  and  partly  perfect 
many  of  the  habits  and  skill  necessary  to  good  teaching,  such  as  organiz- 
ing a  body  of  unified  subject  matter,  making  daily  lesson  plans,  provid- 
ing for  individual  differences,  and  becoming  alert  to  teaching  opportun- 
ities by  affording  an  opportunity  to  study  the  development  and  response 
of  children  and  to  help  them  become  acquainted  with  the  subject  matter 
and  materials  suited  to  the  various  age  levels. 

Second,  the  training  of  the  child  for  useful  citizenship.    Throughout 
the  grades,  both  elementary  and  high  school,  a  great  deal  of  emfphasis 
is  placed  on  the  development  of  the    child  physically,  mentally,  spiritually 
so  essential  as  a  part  of  one's  education  are  stressed, 
and  socially.

As  stated  above  the  school  serves  as  a  laboratory  for  the  training 
of  teachers.  It  is  in  this  school  that  educational  theories  are  tested, 
that  the  prospective  teacher  has  the  opportunity  of  observing  the  super- 
vising teacher  as  she  exemplifies  puposeful  and  succesful  teaching. 
For  two  quarters  the  student  teacher  does  observation  and  actual  teach- 
ing under  the  direction  of  the  supervising  teacher,  thereby  learning  to 
apply  the  most  modern  principles  and  methods  in  classroom  procedure.

NURSERY  SCHOOL 

The  State  Teachers  College  Nursery  School  is  located  at  the  rear 
of  the  Demonstration  School.  Children  from  two  to  four  are  admitted. 
Under  very  close  supervision  of  a  trained  director  the  children  are  led  to 
form  correct  habits  of  play,  eating  and  sleeping.  The  hours  are  from 
nine  to  three.  (In  some  cases  children  are  permitted  to  stay  only  half 
a  day.) 

A  mid-morning  lunch  and  a  noon  meal  are  served.  Between 
twelve  and  one  the  children  are  put  to  bed  and  they  sleep  until  three. 
A  small  fee  is  charged  for  maintenance. 

Through  private  and  group  conferences  parents  may  secure  help 
on  special  problems   of  their  children. 

The  senior  college  girls  assist  the  director  in  the  care  of  the 
children.
